Project Description: We believe that the Department of Libraries/University of Vermont Access 
Office is a unique arrangement between a state library agency and a state land-grant institution. 
This arrangement allows the Department of Libraries (DOL) to make the resources of the 
University of Vermont (UVM) libraries available to libraries and their users on a statewide basis. 

There is a long history of resource sharing among all types of Vermont libraries. In fact, in 
1999, the last year for which statistics are available, the National Center for Educational 
Statistics (NCES), Vermont ranked lO"’ nationally in the number of interlibrary loans received 
per 1,000 population. 

In the spirit of this long-standing tradition of resource sharing, the DOL/UVM Access Office was 
established in 1971 . A formal agreement between UVM and DOL (see Attachment A below) 
provides an LSTA grant ($10,000) to the University for expansion of its reference collections 
while providing for a DOL staff member to be housed at UVM's Bailey/Howe Library in order to 
make use of that library's resources to assist libraries statewide. DOL's staff member, a 
professional librarian, works 24 hours per week at the Bailey/Howe Library, and handles all in- 
state interlibrary loans to UVM from Vermont libraries of all types and makes use of that library's 
reference and other collections to assist Vermont's local libraries with their information needs. 

DOL assumes all salary and benefit costs for its employee, as well as the cost of postage, 
photocopying, supplies and other office expenses for the processing of interlibrary loan 
requests to UVM from Vermont libraries. 

In state fiscal year 2001 (July 1 , 2000 - June 30, 2001), the DOL/UVM Access Office processed 
nearly 3300 requests for loans of, photocopies from, or information from materials in the UVM 
libraries' collections. About 50% of the requests came from academic libraries in Vermont, with 
the remainder coming from Vermont's public and school libraries.

AGREEMENT FOR VERMONT LIBRARIES RESOURCE-SHARING SYSTEM 

This agreement made and entered into by the State of Vermont, Department of Libraries (hereinafter called 
"Libraries") and the University of Vermont and State Agricultural College (hereinafter called "University") for the 
purpose of operating a Vermont Libraries Resource-Sharing System. 

1 . For its part the University agrees: 

(a) To provide Libraries' designated employee full use of University's library resources in a 
manner consistent with University's operating policies and regulations. 

(b) To furnish sufficient space for a desk, chair, file and any other equipment or furnishings 
necessary for Libraries' employee to perform effectively and efficiently assigned duties in 
an area within University's Bailey/Howe Library. 

(c) To bill Libraries for the following operating costs of Libraries' employee: 
telecommunications charges and incidental costs for phone, postage, office supplies and 
copying services on a monthly basis. Copying services will be at the rate of 7 cents per 
photocopy and 15 cents per microprint copy. 

(d) University will use the grant to be provided by Libraries in a manner consistent with the 
expansion of reference capability, not duplicating resources already in existence at 
University or Libraries, through mutual understandings and agreement.

(e) University agrees to comply with all of the requirements of 2 1 VSA Chapter 5, 

Subchapter 6 relating to fair employment practices, to the extent applicable. UVM shall 
also ensure, to the full extent required by the Americans with Disabilities Act of 1990, 
that qualified individuals with disabilities receive equitable access to the services, 
programs, and activities provided by UVM under this agreement. UVM further agrees to 
include this provision in all sub agreements. 

2. For its part, in consideration of the space to be provided and the full access of Libraries' employee 
to University's Bailey/Howe Library resources, Libraries will:

(c) Provide the necessary furnishings and equipment for its employee including but not 
limited to a desk, chair, typewriter and file.

Description: Assist public libraries in achieving major upgrades to their integrated library 
automation systems in order to improve library services both locally and statewide. 

Eligible libraries are public libraries that currently have a large-scale (licensed for a 
minimum of 20 simultaneous users), integrated library automation system and are 
seeking to upgrade both the hardware and software for that system to accommodate 
improved services. These improved services must include, but are not limited to, 
providing an Internet accessible OPAC and access through Z39.50 client/server 
systems. 

The Rutland Free Library serves the City of Rutland and Towns of Rutland, Mendon, 
Tinmouth and Ira. The library serves a predominately English speaking community of 
23,941 . Some 14,662 are registered patrons. Each day it serves an average of 421 
patrons entering into its single facility. The library has 86,916 titles (108,131 volumes) in 
its print collection. There are also more than 3,624 non-print items, including audio- 
cassettes, records, and videos. The library also subscribes to 307 current serials. 

After a competitive bid and formal evaluation process, the Rutland Free Library 
contracted with the SI RSI Corporation of Huntsville, AL and migrated from its late 1980's 
era MultiLis automated system to the SIRSI system. Total cost of project: $1 17,336. 

This project is consistent with the Vermont Automated Libraries System (VALS) goals 
providing for access to statewide bibliographic databases for local libraries and for 
individuals directly. The online catalog of the Rutland Free Library now accessible 
through VALS ((http://web2.dol.state.vt.us) on the "multiple library search" menu using 
the Z39.50 server protocol. The Rutland Free Library makes its collections available to 
other Vermont libraries for resource sharing. The system can also be accessed at: 
http://www.rutlandfree.org.
